WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson and Vice Presi- 
dent Hubert H. Humphrey "act- 
ed in absolutely good faith" 
when they addressed fund-rais- 
ing dinners for Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd, D-Conn., the chairman of 
the ethics committee that inves- 
tigated Dodd told the Senate 
today. 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 


detailing 
committee 
charges 


that Dodd had converted politi- 
cal funds to personal use, said 
that Johnson and Humphrey 
had no knowledge "of anything 
of this kind." 


Johnson addressed Dodd testi- 


monial dinners in 1961 and 1963 
when he was vice president, and 
Humphrey spoke at a fund-rais- 
ing event for Dodd in 1965. 


Stennis took the floor to reply 


to Dodd's lengthy statement 
Wednesday that he was innocent 
of any wrongdoing. 


In Third Day 


The Senate entered the third 


day of debate on a committee 
resolution recommending that 
Dodd be censured for conduct 
that "tends to bring the Senate 
into dishonor and disrepute." 


Stennis also renewed an ear- 


lier assertion that Dodd's desig- 
nation of $6,000 as a loan to 
him from a campaign-fund ac- 
count—and its repayment—con- 
tradicted his stand that the 
money was intended by the do- 
nors as a gift for any use. 


Sen. Dodd says he knows 


of no surprises planned in his 
defense against proposed Senate 
censure—but his self-appointed 
defender, Sen. Russell B. Long, 
hints new facts will be unveiled.

Shirk, 15 was shot and was in 
poor condition at a hospital.

Long, the assistant Democratic 
leader, Dodd said the two never 
have been particularly close. "I 
haven't had any close friends," 
Dodd said. "I have been too 
busy. I wish I had." 


Long has said he plans to ask 


the Senate to discard the cen- 
sure resolution in favor of a 
substitute motion urging the 
ethics committee to draw a code 
of conduct for future guidance 
of senators.

Curtis Eystone decided replac- 
ing some of his lawn with 
concrete would cut down on 
his mowing.

Firemen arrived and began 


trying to wash out the six tons 
of hardening concrete. 


A crane tried to lift the 


truck and the cable snapped, 
plunging the truck, nose down, 
deeper into the ditch. 


Two more cranes came and 


moved the truck. But in the 
process they chewed up the 
driveway, k n o c k e d down 
fences, uprooted trees — and 
broke the water main leading 
to the house, creating the 
lake. 


When Eystone's w i f e and 


2-month-old son Michael g o t 
home, they found about 200 
spectators 
outside and no 


water inside. They moved to a 
hotel. 


The lake in Eystone's front 


yard still was growing Wednes- 
day night, fed by water from 


the main flowing down foot- 
deep ruts. 


"We don't know where the 


main broke," Eystone said, 
"so we're going to have to dig 
about 170 feet from the main 
to the house, and there goes 
what's left of the lawn. 


"My yards looks like a

truck, but the trucking firm 
says to go ahead and have 
repairs made, so that's one 
problem off our minds.

Demand Israeli Withdrawal From Arab Lands 
Soviets Denied in Council, Ask Assembly Meeting 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 


(AP) — The U.N. General As- 
sembly probably will begin an 
emergency session this weekend 
to debate a Soviet demand that 
Israel withdraw from the Arab 
territory it conquered. 


Secretary-General 
U Thant 


began polling the 
122 U.N. 


members on the Soviet request 
for the session after the Securi- 
ty Council refused Wednesday 
to approve a Soviet resolution 
condemning Israel's "continued 
occupation" of Egyptian, Jor- 
danian and Syrian territory tak- 
en in the war last week. 


The Russians 
wanted 
the 


council also to demand that Is- 
rael troops pull back to the lines 
they held before fighting began 
June 5. 


Thant must call the assembly 


session within 24 hours after 
receiving affirmative responses 
from a majority of the members 
—62 nations. Diplomats general- 
ly believed that a 
majority 


would agree by Friday and that 
the session would begin Satur- 
day. 


Speculation 
continued 
that 


Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosy- 
gin would attend the session. 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko in his letter requesting 
the meeting said the Soviet del- 
egation would include "leading 
statesmen of the Soviet Union," 
and AP Correspondent Henry S. 
Bradsher reported from Mos- 
cow that Kosygin was likely to 
be among them. 


The Soviet Union based its 


call for the emergency session 
on the "Uniting for Peace" res- 
olution which the United States 
pushed through the assembly in 
1950 to circumvent the Soviet 
veto in the Security Council. 


The procedure permits as- 


sembly action on a threat to 
peace when the Security Council 
is paralyzed by lack of unanimi- 
ty among the big powers. The 
Russians in the past called the 
procedure illegal. 


U.S. Ambassador Arthur J. 


Goldberg 
told 
the 
Security 


Council 
during 
its 
debate 


Wednesday that his government, 
was "not interested in maneu- 
vers" such as the Soviet move 
to the assembly but rather 


wanted to work in the council 
for real peace in the Middle 
East. 


He said "the council has far 


from exhausted its possibility of 
contributing" to that end. 


Goldberg went to Washington 


Wednesday afternoon to consult 
with the State Department. 


The provision in the Soviet 


resolution to condemn 
Israel 


received the votes of only four 
council members—the 
Soviet 


Union, 
Bulgaria, 
India 
and 


Mali. The 11 other council mem- 
bers abstained. 


The affirmative votes of nine 


members are required for adop- 
tion of a resolution. 


The provision calling for Is- 


rael withdrawal was supported 
by six members—the four that 
voted for the first provision plus 
Ethiopia and Nigeria. The other 
nine council members again ab- 
stained. 


The council gave unanimous 


approval, however, to a resolu- 
tion sponsored by Argentina, 
Brazil and Ethiopia calling on 
all governments concerned to 
treat war prisoners and civil- 


J 


ians caught in the war humane- 
ly. It also asked Israel to facili- 
tate the return of refugees from 
the fighting. 


As preparations for a Soviet- 


Arab push against Israel went 
forward at the United Nations, 
Cairo Radio announced that for- 
eign ministers of the Arab na- 
tions would meet in Kuwait Sat- 
urday to plan an Arab summit 
conference. 


The report said the foreign 


ministers would discuss plans 
for "eliminating the traces of 
aggression 
against the Arab 


countries." 


Egyptian officials were letting 


it be known that President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser's govern- 
ment would rather risk another 
military test with Israel than 
negotiate a Middle East settle- 
ment with their conquerors. 


Unconfirmed reports in Cairo 


said Egypt had already begun 
receiving shipments of Commu- 
nist arms and other military 
equipment. There were rumors 
that Soviet MIG17 fighters had 
been flown in, and Cairo news- 


papers printed dispatches from 
Moscow saying the Communist 
countries of Eastern 
Europe 


were discussing replacement of 
military equipment lost by the 
Arabs.

ship between cold temperatures 
and getting a cold; that weath- 
er, wet feet, 'drafts, etc., don't

even make a person more 
susceptible to a cold virus if he 
should be exposed to it. 


If this is true, why hasn't this 


information been widely publi- 
cized to replace the ageless 
myth we have been operating 
under for generations? — G.B. 


You must have missed some 


of my columns. There has been 
every effort to publicize the fact 
that viruses cause colds, but it 
is the nature of the human 
critter in countless instances to 
refuse to see what is placed in 
front of him. 


Colds aren't from just one 


virus. They are from many 
viruses, possibly as many as a 
couple of hundred. Hence we 
can have one variety of cold, 
recover, acquire some tempo- 


their viruses around and every- 
body has been exposed, nobody 
gets a cold, even in the sub zero 
cold. But the next time a mail or 
supply plane arrives, they all 
have another round of colds. 
New viruses, you see. 


Same thing happens in army 


camps. A new group of men 
arrives. They sniffle and blow 
and feel miserable. But when 
they've run through the vari- 
eties of viruses they brought 
with them, these same men can 
live under the most miserable 
of training conditions — cold, 
wet, 
tired — and not catch 


colds.

Dear Dr. Molner: I have just 


been told by a chiropractor that 
bleaching the hair can cause 
severe nervous system damage.

Byrnes this week to the $70 
billion House Department o 
Defense money bill is accepted 
in the Senate. 


After a stormy debate on the 


amendment, in which tempers 
flared on both sides of th« 
political aisle, the House ap- 
proved the Byrnes legislation on 
a vote of 119 to 61. 


It was the second time that 


the House has accepted the 
Byrnes proposal to restrict the 
construction of minesweepers to 
American shipyards. 


Killed in Senate 


The first came when the 


House accepted 
the Byrnes 


amendment to a Department oi 
Defense authorization bill, bul 
the a m e n d m e n t was later 
knocked out by the Senate in a 
conference committee. 


"I hope this time the Senate 


will not reject my amendment," 
Byrnes commented later. 


In his speech, Byrnes pointed 


out that the Navy was going to 
build 16 new minesweepers ol 
an entirely different type than il 
had previously used. He said 
that nine out of the 16 already 
had been funded and contracts 
for them had gone to British 
shipyards. Byrnes asked that 
the remaining seven be built in 
the United States, pointing out 
that the U. S. should not have to 
rely on shipyards in England to 
build all American minesweep- 
ers. 


Opposition to the amendment 


came from Democrats who said 
the United States already had 
committed itself to giving Brit 
ain a contract for the remaining 
seven minesweepers. 


Rep. Melvin R. Laird, R- 


Marshfield, a member of the 
House appropriations subcom- 
mittee which handled the legis- 
lation, pointed out that no 
commitment could be made 
until the money had been actual- 
ly allocated for the ships.

SPRINGFIELD, N.J. (AP)- 


Billy Casper, golf's quiet man, 
set out in defense of his United 
States Open Golf Championship 
today, a sedate, almost obscure 
figure in the glamor field of the 
world's best shot-makers. 


He's a two-time Open champi- 


on, the 1966 PGA Player of The 
Year, No. 2 on the all-time mon- 
ey-winning list and—if not un- 
known—probably the most un- 
der-rated golfer in the world. 


"It doesn't bother me in par- 


ticular," Casper said. "Arnold 
Palmer and Jack Nicklaus get 
the publicity—I still get my 
share of the checks." 


The figures back him up. The 


one-time fat 
earnings 


man has career 


of $621,152.09—second 


only to Palmer—and almost to- 
tal anonymity. 


So complete is his obscurity 


that one writer once reported 
that "an empty car drew up 
beside the club house and Billy 
Casper stepped out." 


Lonely Figure 


While huge crowds, Arnie's 


Army and Jack's Pack, sur- 
round Palmer and Nicklaus a 
their every appearance on the 
course, Casper enjoys the soli 
tude of a used-car salesman 
from Topeka. 


"People simply don't recog- 


nize me," Billy said.

however, is due to an exotic diet 
that enabled him to go from a 
blubbery 230 pounds to his 
present 175. It created a marked 
change in his appearance and 
gave him his only bit of color. 


"I had won a U.S. Open," Bil- 


ly equipped, "But I had to eat 
buffalo steaks to get my name 
in the papers." 


That was three years ago, 


when Casper discovered he had 
a series of allergies and was 
forced to go on a diet that in- 
cluded such items as buffalo, 
blueberries and bear meat.

They don't 
know of the long hours of prac- 
tice. Actually, other phases of 
my game are now stronger than 
my putting." 


He 
demonstrated 
beyond 


doubt that he had a complete 
game in his banner year of 1966. 
He.won the Vardon Trophy for 
the fourth time, was the leading 


money winner at $121,944.92 and 
won four tournaments, includ- 
ing his dramatic comeback and 
playoff victory over Palmer in 
the Open at San Francisco.

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The Easfc Problem in the Mid-East 


question of what the future United 


States role in the Middle East should be is a 
most difficult one to evaluate at this 
moment. Most Americans' sympathies, in 
fact their admiration, must be for Israel 
which called Egyptian President Nasser's 
bluff and proved him to be the buffoon we 
suspected him to be all the time. 


But the stark fact is that the Arab world 


today is bankrupt. Only the degree varies 
from country to country. 


This creates 
a huge 
vacuum, and 


eventually a new power structure will arise 
in such a vacuum. That new power 
structure will be friendly to either the 
Russian or Chinese sect of the Communist 
Party, or possibly to the West. 


Nasser put the final touch on his 


completely abortive play for power by 
closing the Suez Canal to international 
traffic. A number of ships have been 
scuttled in it, we suspect on Nasser's 
orders, and estimates are that it will take 
four to six months to reopen the waterway. 
Earnings from the canal are Egypt's major 
currency earner. Without these funds many 
Egyptians will face starvation by this fall. 


Jordan is in pretty much the same boat. 


Its principal source of income was from 
tourists visiting Jerusalem, now entirely 
controlled by Israel. Both the Egyptian and 
Jordanian armed forces have been elimi- 
nated as effective fighting forces for years 
to come. 


Syria was saved from a major disaster 


by the U.N. cease-fire, but this country was 
unstable economically and politically be- 
fore the war. 


Other richer Arab countries which did 


not become involved are faced with the loss 
of oil export revenues. And to an extent at 
least they are partner to the lack of 
leadership now available in the Arab world. 


In such economic straits, with peasants 


starving and what's left of the military 
power 
structure 
riddled 
with 
dissent, 


revolution has a fertile breeding ground. It 
is difficult to imagine how Nasser can stave 


Romney on Vietnam 


George Romney will have to start giving 


more 
serious 
thought to international 


problems before members of the Republi- 
can Party begin giving him serious thought 
as a presidential candidate. Saturday's 
appearance in Appleton by the Michigan 
governor was an example of a politician 
concerned with little more than superficial- 
ities. 


Romney, as has become his custom, 


devoted much of this talk to criticizing 
President Johnson's Vietnam policies. First, 
he disassociated himself with the "hawks" 
by proclaiming he was opposed to escala- 
tion of the war. He wasn't quite "dovish," 
however, because he stated he was opposed 
to any unilateral American troop with- 
drawals. 


Finally, he spelled out "his" proposals 


for Vietnam — he placed emphasis on an 
internal pacification program to break up 
the Viet Cong infrastructure in the south. 
Once this infrastructure has been weaken- 
ed, Romney said, Americans will be able to 
sit down at the truce bargaining table with 
representatives 
of Ho Chi Minh. 
The 


Michigan governor also warned that the 
pacification program must not become 
"Americanized." If the South Vietnamese 
people are to establish stable rule in their 


off eventual overthrow or even assassina- 
tion. 


So the real question becomes that of 


what kind of government will eventually 
emerge, leftist or conservative? 


Our attention will be easily diverted 


from the real question by the debates 
which will ensue in the United Nations over 
whether Israel should or can be forced to 
withdraw from the territory it has occu- 
pied. 


The Russians, embarrassingly exposed 


as talkers rather than doers in their sup- 
port of the Arab world, will attempt to re- 
coup their influence with the Arab nations 
by leading that debate. But they face a new 
competitor for the Arabs' favor in Red 
China which has the opportunity to step in 
with token gifts of food or loans. And there 
is evidence Nasser is already playing one 
off against the other. 


It is difficult to imagine at this juncture 


how the United States can exert much 
influence with the Arab countries. What 
influence we may have had in the past was 
slight, and we had to endure Nasser's 
insults to maintain even that slight thread. 


But we have important interests in the 


area, in its oil production, in the Suez Canal 
and in the control of the Mediterranean. 


The simple answer would be to throw 


our full support behind Israel and insure 
that the Jewish nation achieve concessions 
from 
its 
military victory which 
will 


guarantee its sovereignty for all time to 
come. And let Nasser stew in his own juice. 
And both may well come about without any 
pressure from the U.S. 


But this is a short-range as well as an 


emotional approach. There will never be 
real peace in the Middle East until the Arab 
nations achieve some measure of stability 
in their economies and their governments. 


It is certain that no Communist country 


can ever extend the kind of aid and counsel 
which will achieve that. There is just the 
barest of possibilities that we could find an 
approach over a period of time through 
which we could become an agent for such a 
program. 


embattled nation, they should conduct 
their own pacification program. 


The 
Michigan 
governor's 
proposals 


should hold some interest for President 
Johnson, because they sound quite similar 
to what LBJ is trying to put into practice. 
Administration spokesmen have made it 
quite clear in recent months that the heavy 
American troop commitment in Vietnam 
has freed South Vietnamese soldiers who 
work diligently at an internal pacification 
program. One of the bulwarks of the 
President's Vietnam policy has been this 
program and Premier Ky has been using 
his troops and militia extensively towards 
this end. The results of local Vietnamese 
elections have given the program some 
stature. 


Romney warned Democrats during his 


Appleton speech that Vietnam will prob- 
ably be a major presidential 
election 


campaign issue during 1968. There's little 
doubt, despite whether Romney says it 
will be or not, that Vietnam will be an 
issue. If Romney intends to stress it in his 
campaigning, we suggest that he come up 
with a suggestion that is more original. Or 
else he should state that he agrees with 
Johnson's Vietnam policies, but feels he 
could implement them more effectively. 


Greof Lakes Commissions Abound 


The penchant for government to estab- 


lish new commissions to make what is 
frequently referred to as in-depth studies 
on problems has been illustrated again in 
the case of the Great Lakes region. 


Rep. John Byrnes of Green Bay, in a 


recent newsletter, pointed out that Presi- 
dent Johnson has established the Great 
Lakes Basin Commission. The commission's 
assignment is to prepare and keep current 
a comprehensive and coordinated plan for 
water resources development in the vast 
Great Lakes region. Mr. Byrnes says, "Best 
wishes to the commission." But he also 
expresses the hope that the new commis- 
sion does not forget to keep in close touch 
with the many other Great Lakes study 
groups. 


A partial list of other groups concerned 


with Lakes problems goes something like 
this: the Upper Great Lakes Regional 
Commission (Department of Commerce); 
the Northern Great Lakes Resource Devel- 
opment Committee (Department of Agri- 
culture); the International Joint Commis- 
sion involving Canada and the United 


States; the Great Lakes Commission, an 
interstate group: and the Conference of 
Great Lakes Senators. 


There is no question that the Great 


Lakes area is important in the economic, 
commercial, industrial and recreational life 
of the nation. Its problems collectively and 
partitioned as to various regions with their 
own problems, such as those in the upper 
regions of Wisconsin, Michigan and Minne- 
sota, bear study and also action. The 
vaslness of the problems may. in fact, 
require all of the various study groups, not 
only at the national level but also within 
states and regions. 


But, as Mr. Byrnes points out, the 


proliferation of Great Lakes commissions 
requires a high degree of coordination. 
Unless this is achieved, all the studies, 
reports, treatises and whatever stand a 
good chance of merely being filed away, 
never to be seen again except by some 
historian trying to trace the reasons why 
the great Great Lakes area didn't recognize 
its problems of the 1960s and do something 
about them.

But they will prob- 
ably be sidetracked now, pend- 
ing a review of the state 
treasury situation later in the 
year, or perhaps next spring, 
at an adjourned meeting of the 
legislature which is now plan- 
ned after the precedent of the 
last two decades. 


Estimating state revenues is 


a risky thing. The state's 
income is directly related to 
the condition of the economy. 
But if economic activity con- 
tinues at a high level, as most 
officials believe, the chances 
are that eight or nine months 
hence a revised examination 
will bring a higher estimate of 
the biennial treasury surplus. 


The present calculation is 


for a surplus at the end of the 
biennium of about $11 million, 
which is modest enough. Much 
of it will be eaten away, in all 
likelihood, by the costs of the 
extension of the school bus 
transportation system to in- 
clude non-public school pupils, 
endorsed in the April referen- 
dum by such a margin as to 
constitute a mandate. 


MUST SATISFY SCHOOLS 


The remaining problem is to 


satisfy the school lobby about 
more aids from 
the state 


treasury. The state has been 
boosting its share of support of 
local school budgets at 
a 


generous pace, one that ex- 
ceeds both enrollment gains 
and local cost gains, during 
the last decade. The new 
budget provides another big 
boost. But schoolmen, never- 
theless, are worried and hop- 
ing earnestly that the state 
will supplement the budget 
authorizations for school sup- 
port sufficiently to avoid local 
mill rate increases. 


If there is a bigger surplus 


later certified, more aid will 
be voted, to give the Republi- 
can administration the best of 
both possible worlds — concili- 
ation of the spending forces on 
the one hand, and the anti-tax 
interests on the other.

Workshop Warns of Parents' Rights 
Battered Child Silently Begs for Help

GREEN BAY — Abuse of 


children is certainly not new. 
What is new is society's re- 
awakening to the problem and 
its willingness to act more 
vigorously on behalf of the 
abused child. 


The views were expressed 


by Max Wald, consultant to 
Families and Children, Divi- 
sion for Children and Youth, 
State Department of Public 
Welfare. He summed up the 
problems outlined during an 
all-day workshop on "The 
Abused and Battered Child" 
Tuesday at the University of 
Wisconsin Green Bay Center. 


Legal, medical, social, law 


enforcement, education and 
religious leaders expressed 
their -opinions of what can be 
done to prevent a child from 
further abuse and to rehabili- 
tate the family involved. 


Brown-County Sheriff Nor- 


bert Froelich was chairman of 
the conference, at which Atty. 
Gen. Bronson LaFollette, out- 
lined legislation designed to 
help. the child subjected to 
abuse and neglect. 


Pass Laws 


Until 1960 only one state had 


a child-abuse reporting law. 
Since that time all jurisdic- 
tions except Mississippi, Ha- 
waii and the District of Co- 
lumbia have enacted such 
legislation. As with all hastily 
enacted laws, LaFollette said, 
there was bound to be flaws.

Wisconsin's law now provides 
criminal immunity to those 
reporting, in good faith, sus- 
pected child abuse. The legis- 
lature has bogged down in 
granting civil immunity, how- 
ever, and each amendment 
proposing it has been hotly 
debated and finally defeated. 
Senate Bill 199 providing civil 
immunity was adopted by the 
senate but stricken from the 
current calendar in the rush 
to adjourn the spring session. 


Based on the best national 


estimates 
of child 
abuse, 


which suggest that about 10,- 
000 cases occur each year, 
Wisconsin could have expect- 
ed to receive about 123 re- 
ports 
in 
the 
first 
seven 


months under its provision 
that doctors, nurses, social 
workers and school adminis- 
trators are required to report 
suspected cases to both coun- 
ty welfare departments and 
1 a w enforcement agencies. 
Since only 31 cases were 
reported, LaFollette concluded 
that only about one in four 
cases is coming to the atten- 
tion of local authorities. 


Extensions of the present 


law have been introduced in 
t h e legislature, LaFollette 
said, providing civil as well as 
criminal immunity to the re- 
porting party, and adding 
hospital administrators and 
dentists to the list of those 
required to make reports. 


Throughout the conference 


early help for the child sub- 


jected to mistreatment and 
abuse was stressed, for, as 
time progresses, the child 
becomes so emotionally and 
mentally scarred that in his 
own adulthood he is likely to 
become the same kind of 
parent as the one who abused 
him. 


Dr. Gerald Porter, pediatri- 


cian at the Marshfield Clinic, 
outlining medical aspects of 
the battered child syndrome, 
said not until the mid '50s did 
physicians learn to look for 
evidence of child mistreat- 
ment in X-rays. 


Until this time, the finding 


of healed fractures was at- 
tributed to some basic defi- 
ciency or weakness in a child. 
A pair of Detroit physicians 
involved in the study conclud- 
ed that injury was the cause, 
and that such injuries fell into 
gradients, b e g i n n i n g with 
those normally sustained by 
infants and children as they 
learn to walk; an exaggerated 
opportunity for injury provid- 
ed by parental indifference or 
other irresponsibility and in- 
juries inflicted by parents 
because of uncontrolled ag- 
gression. When infants from 
12 families in the past two 
categores w e r e removed 
from 
their home environ- 


ments, no new injuries occur- 
red. 


Little Prosecution 


The physician finding and 


treating such infants and chil- 
dren often finds it difficult to 


realize that such parents have 
legally well-defined r i g h t s , 
and that whatever his own 
judgment of the case may be, 
these rights cannot be super- 
ceded. 


The number of cases of 


brutality and abuse which are 
actually prosecuted is very 
small in relation to the num- 
ber of injuries a physician 
encounters in his practice, Dr. 
Porter, said. When he at- 
tempts to take helpful or 
corrective measures on behalf 
of the child, he often finds 
that parents discontinue bring- 
ing the child for treatment of 
injuries. 


The physician recommended 


a state central agency which 
would maintain a registry of 
all state families previously 
involved in any kind of child 
abuse, with frequent reports 
on these families to local 
social welfare agencies and 
supervision continued if the 
family moves. 


Dr. Porter said combining 


the medical, legal, psychiatric 
and social aspects of the 
problem into a single ap- 
proach will do more than 
protect the individual chi'd. It 
also will help break the chain 
in which child beaters beget 
child beaters. It would, in 
effect, act like a mass cam- 
paign for abuse eradication, 
for child abuse is similar to a 
contagious disease. 


An afternoon panel discus- 


sion by an educator, law 


enforcement 
officer, 
social 


worker and minister provided 
personal glimpses of the prob- 
lem, as each has encountered 
it. 


Karl Carmichael, principal 


of S h a w a n o Junior High 
School, said if the school is to 
be as effective as it should in 
recognizing cases of abuse 
and neglect, teachers and 
administrators n e e d more 
training in recognizing child- 
abuse symptoms. He referred 
not to the, obvious physical 
symptoms, but the mental and 
emotional injuries that are 
sometimes hidden. There are 
not enough guidance counsel- 
ors to spend the necessary 
time establishing the rapport 
needed to make a child open 
up. 


The neglected and abused 


child suffers tremendous emo- 
tional scars that deepen as he 
grows and realizes that his 
life is different from other 
children's. They develop de- 
fenses that almost make it 
impossible to help them. 


In 
making any 
kind 
of 


neglected-child r e p o r t , the 
school bears the brunt of 
angry 
parents, 
threatening 


lawsuits. Carmichael says he 
doesn't believe this deters 
reporting, but it does leave 
the school in a precarious 
position. Civil immunity laws 
are needed, he said.

Such a flow of capital can re-

Theme of Encyclical 


This problem now engages

susceptible to a cold virus if he 
should be exposed to it. 


If this is true, why hasn't this 


information been widely publi- 
cized to replace the ageless 
myth we have been operating 
under for generations? — G.B. 


You must have missed some 


of my columns. There has been 
every effort to publicize the fact 
that viruses cause colds, but it 
is the nature of the human 
critter in countless instances to 
refuse to see what is placed in 
front of him. 


Colds aren't from just one 


virus. They are from many 
viruses, possibly as many as a 
couple of hundred. Hence we 
can have one variety of cold, 
recover, acquire some tempo- 
rary immunity — but promptly 
catch another cold of a different 
kind. 


I'm not convinced that there 


is "no relationship" between 
colds and weather, wet feet, 
drafts, etc In fact, I rather 
have a suspicion that such 
things may temporarily reduce 
one's general resistance, and 
possibly contribute to catching 
cold — but these factors do not 
cause a cold all by themselves 
One of the viruses must be 
present
